when

The Rio Grande signalled that she hac 
a severe (ire in a hold and wanted to 
transfer her passengers. 


According to meager reports received 


here the Rio Grande had her lifeboats 
all ready for the 'transfer and the 
Swanmoro sent her boats 10 tho burn- 
ing ship Immediately. 


There was a severe southwest storm 


blowing and tho sea was cboppy. There 
was danger of the 
lifeboats 
being 


thrown against tho stdcs of tho steam- 
ers, but the rescue \vas effected with- 
out tho loss of a single .lifo or without 
a lifeboat being run against the side 
of either vessel. 


The . rescue, made in almost total 


darkness, without the loss of a life Is 
regarded In marine circles as almost 
miraculous. 


While only meager reports have been 


received here it Is said that the pas- 
sengers were evidently not aware of 
the steamer being on fire until the 
captain of the Hio Grande decided to 
send wireless calls for assistance. 


Marine men say that the rescue 


must have .been accomplished with Ihe 
use of oil to calm Ehe sea. One report 
says after all Ihe passengers were 
safe on tho Swanmore, the latter ves- 
sel stood by the Rio Grande and helped 
to fight the flames.

The Hassam Paving 


Co. is a rich corporation. Its existence, practically speaking, de- 
pends upon winning this case. 
It is fair to assume that the fight 


will be (o a finish. We are not out of the woods yet. I hope the 
city will win, hut if it docs not, then we will pny royalties on every 
yard of paving we have, laid since onr contract with the Hassam 
Paving Co. expired more than two years ago. 


This is tlie exact situafion and NO MAN can yet say that HE 


or anybody else has yet saved the city from the payment of these 
royalties.
